TREASURER'S    STATEMENT. 


The  Treasurer  begs  leave  herewith  to  present  his  annual  state- 
ment of  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  College. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  account  No.  I.  shows  the  whole 
amount  of  receipts  and  payments  during  the  College  year. 

No.  II.  the  actual  income  and  expenditure  for  the  general  pur- 
poses of  the  College,  and  the  instruction  of  the  Undergraduates. 

No.  III.  the  accounts  for  the  special  accommodation  of  the  stu- 
dents, —  and 

No.  IV.  the  state  of  the  Law  and  Divinity  Schools,  the  fund  for 
the  Professorship  of  Natural  History,  and  the  Rumford  Legacy. 

These,  with  the  other  accounts  and  the  Trial  Balance  of  the 
books,  are  intended  to  present  a  clear  view  of  the  College  funds 
and  property. 

It  will  be  perceived  on  comparing  the  present  Statement  with 
those  of  the  preceding  years,  that  some  of  the  items  of  expense 
are  unusually  large,  and  others  out  of  the  regular  course.  The 
most  important  of  these  are  noted  at  foot,  and  consist  of  extra 
repairs  required  on  University  Hall, — repairs  and  improvements 
on  Houses  and  Lands  in  Cambridge  (by  which  a  greater  rent  is 
obtained),  —  preparing  the  new  Meeting-House  for  Commencement 
purposes  and  purchase  of  pews,  —  and  expenses  growing  out  of 
the  disturbances  at  Cambridge  in  the  early  part  of  the  season. 
The  aggregate  of  the  above  items  is  about  four  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  there  has  been  also  a  diminution  of  the 
actual  income  of  the  College  by  the  purchase  of  the  parsonage 
land  in  Cambridge.  Still,  owing  to  favorable  investments  during 
the  year,  the  Income  of  the  College  has  proved  equal  to  the  ex- 
penditure,—  and  with  care  to  avoid  any  unnecessary  increase  in 
expense  it  may  be  expected  to  prove  so  for  the  year  to  come. 

By  the  decease  of  Mrs.  Gore  the  College  has  come  into  pos- 
session of  the  property  left  by  the  will  of  the  late  Governor  Gore, 
which,  after  paying  the  Legacies  and  setting  apart  a  capital  of 
a 
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thirty-eight  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  certain  annuities  charged  upon  the  property  by 
the  Testator,  will  leave  about  forty-four  ffoousand  dollars  applica- 
ble to  the  general  purposes  of  the  College,  — and  o  the  <  ecease 
of  the  annuitants  the  capital  of  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  above- 
mentioned  will  be  available  to  the  College.  This  bequesl  of 
Governor  Gore  is  by  far  the  largest  the  College  has  received  from 
any  individual,  and  is  left  without  restriction  as  to  the  objects  to 
which  it  may  be  applied. 

The  College  has  also  come  into  possession  of  the  Legacy  of  the 
late  Dr.  Joshua  Fisher  of  Beverly,  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for 
a  Professorship  of  Natural  History. 

The  Legacy  of  the  late  Dr.  Eliphalet  Porter  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  Theological  purposes,  has  been  received  since  the  close 
of  the  past  College  year: — and  recently  the  Treasurer  has  re- 
ceived of  the  Trustees,  under  the  will  of  the  late  John  McLean, 
Esq.,  the  amount  of  his  bequest  to  the  College  for  a  Professorship 
of  History,  amounting  to  20,552  y3^  dollars.

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  appointed  by  the  President  and  Fellows  of 
Harvard  College,  to  examine  the  Books  and  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  for 
the  year,  ending  August  31,  1834,  have  examined  from  page  289  inclusive, 
and  have  seen  that  all  the  bonds,  notes,  mortgages,  certificates  of  stock,  and 
other  evidences  of  property  which  were  received  by  him  and  on  hand  at  the 
beginning  of  said  year,  are  now  in  his  possession,  or  are  fully  accounted  for 
by  entries  made  herein.  They  have  also  noticed  all  payments,  both  of  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  endorsed  on  any  of  said  bonds  or  notes,  and  seen  that  the 
amounts  so  endorsed  have  been  duly  credited  to  the  College. 

They  have  carefully  examined  all  notes,  bonds,  mortgages,  and  other  secu- 
rities invested  during  the  said  year,  and  are  of  opinion  that  all  such  invest- 
ments are  judiciously  made  and  amply  secured. 

They  have  in  like  manner  satisfied  themselves  that  all  the  entries  for 
moneys  expended  by  the  Treasurer,  or  in  any  way  charged  to  the  College, 
are  well  vouched  ;  such  of  them  as  are  not  supported  by  counter  entries  being 
proved  by  regular  vouchers  and  receipts,  with  the  exception  of  petty  charges 
and  expenses,  which  from  their  nature  do  not  admit  of  this  kind  of  evidence. 

The  Committee  have  also  seen  that  all  the  entries  for  said  year  are  duly 
transferred  to  the  Leger,  and  that  the  accounts  there  are  rightly  cast  and  the 
balances  carried  forward  correctly  to  new  accounts.  Eastern  Lands'  value 
still  unascertained.
